PRIME MINISTER’S OFFICE 

New Delhi, the 5th February, 1979 

G.S.R. 230. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the posts of Helpers in the Prime Minister’s 
Office, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement ; (1) These rules may 
be called the Prime Minister’s Office (Helpers) Recruitment 
Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay ; The num- 
ber of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc : — 
The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto sha'l be a.s 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit, specified in columns 
6 of the said schedule may be relaxed in the case of candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tri- 


bes, displaced persons and other special categories of per- 
sons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time. 

4. Disqualification : No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that tlie Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such iseison and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tion, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to Ik provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tri- 
bes and other sp«;cial categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

ProGded that the Central Government may. if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the pcisonal law 
aphcable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, e.^empt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that Jt is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in wiring, re/ax any 
of the provisions of these r ules w'ith respect to any class or 
category of persons or post. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect leseiva- 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Caste, the Scheduled Tri- 
bes and to other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 281. — In- exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the confirma-

HAJ-LANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Ctmsequent upon the judgement of the Delhi High Court 
which has since been confirmed by Supreme Court in the Writ 
Petition filed by Shn M. Rr>mayya and oihers. the quotas 
fixed for apopmtment to the posts of Assistant Engineers in 
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the Central Engineering Service and the Central Electrical 
Engineering Seivice, Group ‘B’, were held as not having 
been determined validly. The Supreme Court had observed 
that the no'xrpmcril should make appropiiale rules regard- 
ing conditions of service, even retrospectively, keeping in 
view justice and fan play to all concerned. The Delhi High 
Court st.uck down the qitota rule on technical grounds 
that it had noi appioval of the then Ministry of Home Affairs 
(now Departmeirt of Personnel & Administrative Reforms) 
Taking into consideration the interest of direct recririts and 
promotees. the principles of seniority and confirmation have 
been laid down and incorporated in the above notification.

G.S.R. 286. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 25 of the Press Council Act, 1978 (37 of 1978), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely ; — 

1. Short title. — ^These rules may be called the Press Council 
Rules. 1979. 
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2. Definition. — ^In these rules : — 

(a) “Act” means the Press Council Act, 1978. 

(b) “Secretary” means the Secretary of the Council. 

3. Conditions of service of the Chairman. — (1) The Head- 
quarters of the Chairman shall be the same as that of the 
Council. 

(2) The leave admissible to the Chairman shall be as adnm- 
sible to Central Government Officers under the Central Civil 
Services (Leave) Rules, 1972; 

(3) (i) If a person belonging to a pensionable service is 
nominated as Chairman, he shall be entitled to pension and 
shall also subscribe to the General Provident Fund ; 

(ii) If a retired person or any person other than a person 
belonging to a pensionable service, is nominated as Chairman 
he shall contribute to the Contributory Provident Fund from 
the date of such employment. However, the Council’s contri- 
bution, with interest, shall be credited after the completion 
of one year’s service. 

(4) The Chairman shall be entitled to travel by air on 
Journeys performed in connection with the work of the 
Council or by rail by first class air-condition^ accommoda- 
tion and shall be entitled to be paid travelling and daily 
dlowance in accordance with the pay drawn by him. 

(5) The Chairman shall be his own controlling officer for 
the purpose of travelling allowances. 

4. Allowances to be paid to members other than the Chair- 
man. — A member of the Council, other than the Chairman, 
shall, on journeys performed in connection with the work of 
the Council, be entitled to travel by air or by rail by first 
class air-conditioned accommodation and shall be entitled to 
a daily allowance at the rate of rupees seventy-five per day. 

5. Method of recruitment. — (1) Recruitment to the posts 
under the Council may be made by adopting any of the fol- 
lowing methods, namely : — 

(a) By direct recruitment by advertising the post : 

Provided that in respect of posts corresponding to Groups 
‘C’ and ‘D’ posts under the Central Government 
the recruitment shall be made through the Employ- 
ment Exchange; or 

(b) by promotion; or 

(c) by deputation or transfer of persons employed in 

Government Offices or bodies whether incorporated 
or not, wholly or substantially owned or controlled 
by Government; 

Provided that the regular officers and employees of the erst- 
while Press Council of India which was dissolved with effect 
from January 1, 1976 may also be absorbed in the Secretariat 
of the first Council. 

(2) The Council shall constitute such Selection Committees 
as may be considered necessary for the purpose of recommend- 
ing suitable candidates for the posts. 

(3) The Council may make appointments to the posts taking 
into account the recommendations of the Selection Com- 
mittees: 

Provided that if a vacancy is required to be filled urgently, 
the Chairman may make a temporary appointment in any 
post on ad-hoc basis for a period not exceeding six months, 
so, however, that every appointment so made, shall be report- 
ed to the Council before the expiry of that period for its 
approval: and. where in a case any appointment so made is 
not approved by the Council, the person so appointed shall 
cease to hold the post from such date as the Council may 
specify in that behalf. 

6. Reservation of posts for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. — ^The Council shall, except in the case of the officers 
requiring special qualifications to be decided by the Council 
with the previous approval of the Central Government, observe 
the rules relating to reservation of posts for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes as laid down by the Central 
Government from time to time in this behalf. 


7. Production of medical certificate and verification ol 
character and antecedents. — Recruitment to aU posts .under 
the Council shall normally be made subject to the produc- 
tion of a medical certificate of physical fitness in accordance 
with such standards as may be laid down for posts of corres- 
ponding status un^r the Central Government, and after due 
verification of the character and antecedents of the persons 
concerned. 

8. Terms and Conditions of Service. — ^UntU the Council 
makes regulations in this behalf, the terms and conditions of 
service governing the employees of the Central Government 
and the rights and privileges enjoyed by them shall, so far as 
may be, apply to the employees of the Coimcil, provided 
that the employees of the Council shall be entitled to subs- 
cribe to the Contributory Provident Fund (India) with effect 
from the date of appointmept in the Council in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Ministry of Finance on the 
subject from time to time. 

9. Annual Report. — The Annual Report required to be pre- 
pared under Section 20 of the Act shall be prepared by the 
Councij within four months from the expiry of the year to 
which it relates. 

Explanation. — For purpose of this rule the ‘year’ means 
‘calender year’. 

10. Levy of Fees. — (1) The Council may, for the purpose 
of performing its functions under the Act, levy and collect 
fees from registered newspapers and news agencies during 
each financial year as specified below : — 

(a) Rs. 1,500 per annum from each registered newspai)er 

with a circulation range of above one lakh ; 

(b) Rs. 1,000 per annum from each registered newspaper 
with a circulation range above 50,000 but below cme 
lakh; 

(c> Rs. 500 per annum from each registered nswspaper 
with a circulation grange above 15,000 but below 
50,000; 

(d) Rs. 100 per annum from each registered newspaper 
with a circulation range above 5,000 but below 
15,000; 

(e) Rs. 1500 per annum from each Class I or Class n 

netvs agency, and 

(f) Rs. 1000 per annum each from all other news agen- 

cies. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this rule, the circulation 
range of registered newspapers shall be such as indicated in 
the Annua' Report of the Reaistr.ar of Newspapers for India 
(Press in India) last published before April 1 every year, and 
the criteria for classification of news agencies shall be such 
as indicated in the Report of the Wage Board for Working 
Journalists, 

(2) The Council shall send during the course of every 
financial year notices of demand under registered A.D. covers 
to registered newspapers and news agencies calling for the 
remittance to it of the fees as indicated in sub-rule (1) and 
such registered newspapers and news agencies shall remit the 
amount of fees so demanded within thirty days of the receint 
of such notice by means of Demand Drafts payable to the 
Council.
